Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's arguments against 
the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 
375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In response to applicant's argument that every reference does not teach every limitation, the test for obviousness is 
not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the 
claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the 
references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 
Applicant argues that the separating agent of JP '673 was not a "food additive" since it did not provide "color, odor, aroma, and/or flavor". 
However, applicant did not define the term "food additive" in this manner. Therefore, it will be given its broadest reasonable interpretation. 
For instance, anlf^material added to a food product. Applicant argues that none of the references teach starch casings. However, Kubo et 
al specifically mention starch as a casing material (column 4, line 12).. 
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
